Ducder the cover of darkness Gen. Miles 
Jast night began massing the United States 
gold iers in Chicago and its vicinity on the 
Lake-Front. This morning when the city 
gwakes it will find there the two companies 
of infantry which have been on 

at Grand Crossing, one company 
ravalry, one battery of artillery, 
which has been fighting to uphold the law in 
the Stock-Yards; four companies of infantry . 
ghich came from Fort Leavenworth on a 
special train at the rate of fifty miles an hour, 
arriving at 4 a. m.; and three companies of 
infantry from Fort Brady, Mich., which came 
jn on a special a little later. This is believed 
by men conversant with the situation to indi- 
cate that Chicago within twenty-fopr hours 
may be under another government—that of 
thearmy of the United States. 
Barly this morning commanding officers 

- gere poring over a large map of Chicago and 
‘discussing among themselves matters of 

i moment. One of them who desired

Arent of Debs to call out the allied trades, 

the labormg men of Chicago, is qarried into

The condition of affairs yesterdhy led Gen, 
Miles to talk pointedly of martial law. He 
said things could not go on in the present way 
much longer without the government step- 
ping in and assuming control of the situation. 
Riot stalked through the Stock-Yards and 
along the Rock Island and Fort Wayne tracks 
yesterday, and at night ineendiarism in- 
creased the reign of terror. The whole section 
of the city in the vicinity of the Yards 
is in possession of a dozen mobs of rioters. 

The soldiers early-in the evening gave up an 

unequal contest with the thousanjis of follow- 

ers of Dictator Debs and retited to camp. 

They tried during the day by 8 their 

forces to move a train of live stock, and by 

the concerted charge of cavalry and infantry 
the rioters were driven back while a start was 
made, The advantage was only ja temporary

Lull Before the Storm. 


All morning the Rock Island tracks from 
the depot on south beyond the Stock- Yards 
neighborhood were deserted and quiet, but it 
was ‘he quiet before the storm. Just, before 
1 o'clock the most of the policemen on duty 
at the crossings were relieved that they might 
go to dinner. The strikers knew it. Before 
anybody could guess what was up a mob of 
1,000 of them appeared from the direction of 
the Stock- Yards and marched north along the 
tracks. They were quiet and business-like. 
Their numbers grew rapidly, By the 
time they reached Thirty-eighth street there 
were 3,000 of them. Patrolman Michael 
Wieklinski was the solitary policeman on 
duty here. When he saw the mob coming he 
rated fora patrol box and turned in a call 
for help. The strikers paid no atteption to 
him. They pushed a Lake Shore box car 
which was standing on a spur track out upon 
the main track and calmly tipped it over. It 
completely blocked the track. The mob, 
growing every minute, went on down the 
track upsetting cars wherever it could find 
them. They next upset five just south of 
Thirty-ninth street, three more at Fortieth, 
and one just beyond Forty-third. All this 
work wes done methodically and silently. 

While they were still at it police reinforce. 
ments began to come racing from the sta- 
tions at Thirty-fifth street, Stanton avenue, 
and Deering street. In’ all there were twenty 
officers in command of Sergt. James Donlin. 
They were of no more effect against the mob 
than so many children. A great crowd would 
gather swirlmg about a car which the leaders 
had selected. She police would claw and 
peck at the women and idle spectators who 
formed the outer edges of it. The car would 
topple over, the crowd would melt away and 
gather again at another car. Every time be- 
fore the few disheartened officers could get to 
the center of one of these gangs of wreckers 
the work would be done and the rioters would 
be somewhere else. There were many women 
and tough boys on the outskirts of the crowd, 
and they laughed at the police and kept them 
effectually fended off from the real wreckers. 

Mob Applies the TVorch. 

Under one of the cars upset at Thirty-ninth 
street the rioters built a fire, but 
the police managed to put it 
out before any damage could 
be done. Down at Forty-fourth street, 
thouga, some of the men set fire to s little 
sent ina fire alarm, but the shanty burned 
so fiercely it was all gone before the engines 
could come.

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tracks to the north were black with men 
racing down to take a hand in the fun.

A sergeant and a cor- 
poral followed him. The way they kicked 
rioters off the top of that car was pleasing to 
behold.

Two of the cars which were upset at For- 
tieth street were run right upon the crossing 
of the Stock-Yards terminal and they were so 
accurately overturned ‘that each of them lay 
completely across both the Stock-Yards 
tracks. ‘ 

When this work was done the rioters saun- 
tered quietly away entirely unmolested. The 
most of them joined the great swarms of 
sightseers who had flocked along the tops of 
box cars, on the company’s fence, and on 
every housetop in the neighborhood, The 
police began to come in platoons and by 
patrol wagon loads now, but there was noth- 
ing for them to do except to try to keep the 

sings clear. 
All this wrecking work had been done with- 
in twenty-five minutes. Farther down the 
tracks in the neighborhood of Fifty-first 
street clouds of smoke could be seen. This 
smoke came from Lake Shore box cars which 
the mob had fired. The blockading was hardly 
done before the expected trains came in sight. 
These trains had left Blue Islund at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. First came ap engine and 
two cars with Company C, Fifteenth Infantry, 
fifty men, under Capt. Conrad, and Company 
D. forty-five mea, under Capt. Cornish. Be- 
hind this escort train was the Rock Island’s 
Kansas City express, with four Tuma;

At Forty-seventh street a 
barkeeper ran out of a saloon and shied a 
beer bottle at the soldiers on the first engine. 
There was a clicking chorus of rifle locks and 
a dozen blue barrels focused en the publican. 
He dived right through the screen door at his 
back. 

Reach the First Obstruction. 

The trains crawled slowly along to Thirty- 
eighth street without any trouble, Here they 
met the first obstruction. The box cars whi 
the rioters had upset for them farther south

The 
most of them greeted the soldiers with coarse 
jocularity. 

“Bloodhounds! Bloodhounds!” yelled 
some of those who did not feel especially 
vicious. 

The soldiers were placed in open order 
along the fence and at the crossings, and the 
Rock Island officials, led by Supterinvendents 
Dunlap and Hubbell, began the weary task of 
lifumg the wrecked car with jack screws. 
There were not over a dozen men all told to 
do this work, all of them unaceustemed to it. 
The police began to arrive in numbers, 
Inspector Nick Hunt was in command. He 
had Capt. Dollard and Lieut. Mooney to help 
him. By 2 o’clock, when the train pulled up 
at Thirty-eighth street. there were 100 police- 
men on the grounds and more coming every 
minute from all the stations on the South 
Side. These officers marched up and down, 
driving the people off their perches. As fast 
as they passed by the people . climbed back 
again. In half an hour engine No. 941 ran 
down from the city. It carried Mayor Hop- 
kins, Corporation Counsel Rubens, Chief of 
Police Brennan, Vice-President W. G. Purdy, 
General Counsel T. S. Rice and Assistant 
General ~ Counsel Robert Mather 
the Rock Island system, and Capt.

Just south ot Thirty-fifth streét, they toppled 
over another car across the track where the 
trains would have to pass: They did this right 
under the eyes of the troops and the. police. 
They were so. close that all the .seldiers 
and the officers could see the car as it fel 
over. Everybody had forgotten the simple 
precaution of guarding the track abend.

PRESIDENT ONEVELAND REPLIES TO 
GOV. ALTGELD’S DEMAND. 


Tells the Illinois Executive That the Fed- 
eral Troops Are in Chicago Only to Fre- 
vent the Stoppage of Any Inter-State 
TrafficeThe Claim Is Made by the Ex- 

„ ecutive That Troops Have Always Reen 
Sent Where Needed, and the Need of the 
Rallroads Is Workmeén, Not Soldters. 

Wasnrverow, D. C., July 5.—[Special,]— 

Clocks in the White House were chiming 

midnight when the President of the United 

States sent down the communication given 

below relative to the strike situation at Chi- 

cago and which had caused an impromptu 

Cabinet meeting at the Executive Mansion. 

Attorney-General Olney was the first of the 

President’s counselors to put in an appear- 

ance and was followed shortly after by Gen. 

Schofield and Postmaster-General Bissell. At 

the request of the President Secretary La- 

mont had removed from his residence, about 

a block from the White House, and been as- 

signed apartments near those of the Chief 

Magistrate in the White House. Consequent- 

ly he had only to cross the corridor to be in 

the Cabinet room and he was with the Presi- 


dent throughout this evening. 
Nothing created so much excitement in the 


Altgeld, It was the reception of this letter 
which caused the President to send a messen- 
ger for the Postmaster-Genera!, who was the 
latest arrival at the Executive Mansion. Some 
of the other Cabinet officers preceded him 
fully an hour. What transpired up in the 
Cabinet can only be surmised, but itis a 
pretty safe conjecture that Gov. Altgeld will 
not misunderstand the reply to his letter 
from the President of the United States. 
All the gentlemen left the White House 
a few minutes before midnight, the At- 
torney-General in a victoria, while the 
General of the Army and the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral were crowded into the former’s official 
carriage. When this trio emerged fro 
the White House their response to inquiries 
for news was to wait until the President 
could be heard from.“ Meanwhile Secretary 
Lamont had sent out for Stenographer 
O’Brien, and given him instructions to pre- 
pare typewritten copies of Gov, Altgeld's 
communication and the response from the 
White House, the documents being as fol- 
lows: N 8 

Executive MAnsron, Wasniveron, July 5, 
1894.—The Hon. John P. Altgeld, Governor of 
Illinois, Springfield, III.: Federal troops were 
sent to Chicago in strict accordance 
with the Constitution and laws of the 
United States, upon the demand of the Postoffice 
Department that obstruction of the mills should 
be removed, and upon the representations of the 
judicial officers of the United States that process 
ot the Federal courts could not be executed 
through the ordinary means, and upon abandant 
proof that conspiracies existed against commerce 
between the States. 

To meet these conditions, which are clearly 
within the province of Federal authority, the 
presence of Federal troops in the City of Chicago 
was deemed not only proper but necessary, and 
there has been no intention of thereby interfering 
with the plain duty of the local authorities to 
preserve the peace of the city. 

GROVER CLEVELAND. 
Gov. Altgeld’s Demand on Cleveland. 

The letter from Gov. Altgeld which drew 
this terse; determined letter from the Chief 
Executive is as follows: 

Exrocuttve Orrice. State or Iuurors, July 
5.—The Hon. Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States, Washington, D. C-—Dear Sir: I 
am advised that you have ordered Federal 
troops to go into service in the State of 
Illinois. Surely the facts have not been 
presented correctly to you in this case 
or you would not have taken this step. 
for it is entirely unnecessary, and, as it 
seems to me, unjustifiable. Waiying all ques 
tions of courtesy | will say that the State of IIIi- 
nois is not only able to take care of itself, but it 
stands ready today to furnish the Federal Gov- 
ernment any assistance it may need elsewhere, 
Our military force is ample and consists of as 
good soldiers as can be found in the country. 
They have been ordered out promptly when- 
ever and wherever they were needed. We 
have stationed in Chicago alone three regiments 
of infantry, one battery, and one troop of 
cavalry, and no better soldiers can be found. 
They have beon ready any moment to go on duty 
and have been and are now eager to go into the 
service. But they have not been ordered out be- 
cause nobody in Cook County, whether official or 
private citizen, asked to have their assistance, or 
even intimated in any way that their assistance 
was desired or necessary. 

So far as I have been advised the local officials 
have been able to handle the situation. Bat if 


for every one 
required and stood ready to do 80 
at a moments notice. Notwithstanding 
these facts the Federal Government has been 
applied to for men who had partial and selfish 
motives for wanting to ignore the State govern- 
ment. We have gone through a long coal strike, 
more extensive here than in any other State, be- 
cause our soft coal field is larger than that of 
any other State. We have now had ten days of 
the railroad strike and we have promptly fur- 
nished military aid wherever the local officials 
needed it. 
Trodps Plenty, but Men Few. 

ln two instances the United States Marshal for 
the Southern District of Illinois applied for a 
sistance to enable him to enforce the process of 
the United States Court and troops were prompt- 
ly furnished him, and he was assisted in every 
way he desired. The law has been thoroughly 
executed and every man guilty of violating it dur- 
ing the strike has been brought to justice. Ifthe 
Marshal for the Northern District of Illinois or 
the authorities of Cook County needed military 
assistance they had but to ask for it in order to 
get it trom the State. 

At present some of our railroads are paralyzed, 
not by reason of obstructions, but because they 
cannot get men to operate their trains. For 
some reason they are anxious to keep this fact 
from the public, and for this purpose are making 
an outery about obstructions in order to divert 
attention. I will cite to you two exampues which 
illustrate the situation: Some days ago I was 
advised that the busiaess of one of our railroads 
was obstructed at two railroad centers, 
that there was u condition bordering on 
anarchy there. and I was asked to furnish 
protection so as to enable the employés of the 
road to operate the trains. Troops were promptly 
ordered tu both points. Then it transpired that 
the company had not sufficient men on its lines 
to operate one train. All the old hands were or- 
derly, but refused to go to work. The company 
had large shops in which worked a number of 
men who did not belong to the railway union and 
could run an engine. They were appealed to to 
run the trains, but flatly refused. We were 
obliged to huntup soldiers. who could run an 
engine and operate a train. 

Again, two days ago appeals which were al 
most frantic came from officials of another roail 
stating that at an important point on their lines 
trains were forcibly obstructed and that these 
was aroign of anarchy at that place, and they 
asked for protection so that they could 
move their trains. Troops were put on 
the ground in a few hours’ time, 
when the officer in command telegraphed 
me that there was no trouble and had been acne 
at that point, but that the road seemed to have 
no men to run trains, and the Sheriff telegraphed 
that he did not need troops but would himself 
move every train if the company would only fur- 
nish an engineer, The result was that the troops 
‘were there over twelve hours before a single train 
was moved, although there was no attempt at 
interference by anybody. 

It is true thatin several instances a road made 
efforts to work a few green men and a crowd 
standing around insulted them and tried to drive 
them off, and in a few other cases they cut aff 
Pullman sleepers from trains. But all these 
troubles were local in character and 
could. easily be handled by the State an- 
thorities. Illinois has more railroad mes than 
any other State in the Union, but as a rule they 
are orderly and well behaved. This is shown by 
the fact that so very little actual violence has 
been committed. Only a very small per cent of 
these men has been guilty of any infractions of 
the law. The newspaper accounts have in some 
cases been pure falsifications and in others wild 
exaggerations. “ 

Cannot See the Necessity. 

I have gone thus into details to show that it is 
not soldiers that the railroads need so much as it 
is men to operate trains and that the conditions 
do not exist here which bring the case within the 
Federal statutes,a statute that was passed in 
1801 and was in reality a war measure. This

WHY THE RESERVES WERE CALLED 


President Cleveland Has Determined to 
Crush the Debsiaa Rebellion at Once. 
Wasuineros, D. C., July 5.—[Special.|— 

When Gen. Miles left Washington for Chi. 


Fort Sheridan would be sufficient to quell 
the riot there. But at the time 
the first orders were sent to Fort 
Sheridan warning, dispatches were 
hurried to the commanders of posts in all 
parts of the country, warning them to be 
ready for service, The President ha 
been alarmed over the progress of the 
strike from the first, and has deen 
in constant consultation with the law 
and military . officers. Before Gen. 
Miles arrived in Chicago it was thought that 
the troops at Fort Sheridan would be fully 
able to mest the emergency, especially in 
view of the Attorney-General’s action in di- 
recting the indictment of President Debs and 
other labor officials. 

Late last night, however, the situation was 
rendered much more grave by a dispatch re- 
ceived from Gen. Miles in which he said in 
his opinion it would be wise for the author- 
ities to send more treops to Fort Sheridan, 
where they could be held as a reserve 
force. The determined and riotous attitude 
of the strikers, as indicated in Gen. 
Miles’ dispatch and its confirmation 
in dispatches received by the De. 
partment of Justice, brought to the 
authorities a realization of the actual situa- 
tion. They were quick to act upon Gen, 
Miles’ suggestion and immediately authorized 
him to detail treops. 

Six of the companies which have gone to 
Chicago were stationed at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., and were selected by the post com- 
mander from Company A, Fifth infantry, 
Company H of the Seventh, Companies A and 
F of the Tenth, Companies E and G of 
the Twelfth, Company F of the Thirteenth, 
and Company H of the Fourteenth. Two 
companies of troops have gone from Fort 
Brady, Mich., and are selected from Com- 
penies B, D, and F of the Nineteenth In- 
fantry on duty at that post. Their orders 
direct them to proceed to Fort Sheridan and 
remain there waiting farther instructions. 

| wi Held in Reserve. 

Gen. Schofield made the official statement 
today that the troops! were sent to Fort Sheri- 
dan to garrison the post, as it was not wise to 
leave the fort without a sufficient force 
to guard it. That the authorities’ action 
in this instance had a deeper signif- 
icance there can be no question, It was upon 
Gen. Miles’ suggestion that they were ordered 
to Fort Sheridan,’ and there they will 
hold themselves in readiness to move 
at a moments notice pending  fur- 
ther orders, The troops are now 
wholly under Gen. Miles’ direction, however, 
and among the officials of the War Depart- 
ment there ie a belief that he will assign the 
several companies to the different districts 
where the strikers are most troublesome. 

Attorney-General Oiney and Secretary La- 
mont saw the President frequently thie morn- 
ing in relation to developments in the strike 
situation, and it. is understood that it 
was decided to stick to this policy. 
was a conference at the War Department this 
morning between the Attorney-General, 
Secretary Lament, and Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield. The whole situation was care- 
fully gone over. Maj.-Gen. Schofield was 
called upon to state the number of available 
troops within short distance of the sections 
where trouble is raging. It is extremely prob- 
able that if more troops are needed in Chi- 
cago those quartered m New York State. will 
be ordered to that city. 

The official information came to the War 
Department today that the United States 
troops had arrived at Raton, N. M., and were 
in possession of the long tunnel there. This 
was pleasing news to the authorities, as 
it was fearei that the strikers would 
attempt to wreck the tunnel with dynamite. 
The troops are in possession of the town 
and although the strikers are surly 
no offense has yet been committed.

SOLDIERS, DEBARRED FROM SHOOT- 
ING, SUFFER INSULTS AND BLOWS. 


Their Efforts to Move a Train at the Stock- 
Yards Blocked by the Strikers, Who |- 
Heap the Track with Obstractions= | 
Cavairy Scat the Wreckers Like

. Emboldened by the Belief They Would

The soldiers attempted to move a train at 
the Steck-Yards yesterday. The effort re- 
sulted in a hand to hand encounter with the 
mob. Thestrikers had decided it was the 
proper time to squelch the soldiers, who were 
“interfering with their business. 


Kill them,” yelled the moby Take their 


guns away from them and hang them.” 

No officer was present to command the men 
and a fight ensued. The men could not fire 
without orders and they did the next best 
thing by using their bayonets, With their 
backs against the freight car they withstodd 
the attack of the mob which numbered not 
lets than 2,000. As the rioters closed in one 
of them dodged a jab of a bayonet and struck 
Private Steele of Company D in the face with 
a pair of brass knuckles. The soldier prompt- 
ly reversed his gun and knocked the rioter in- 
sensible with the butt of it. The private was 
bleeding at the nose and mouth, but he did 
not report the occurrence to his commanding 
officer, Capt. Hartz, who did not know it at 
the time or the order to fire would have been 
given, 

Mob Blocks the Track. 

The soldiers had made a passage for the 
train. For several blocks no difficulty was 
encountered, and the officials of the road were 
unprepared for the sudden defeat which they 
met when Wentworth avenue was reached and 
a box gar was found lying on its side directly 
across the main tracks. A gang of strikers 
could be seen farther down the tracks over- 
turning every sidetracked car toward the main 
line and effectually blocking it. Twenty- 
four curs had been turned over and the rapid- 
ly increasing mob in front was still at work. 
The rioters were charged by the cavalry and 
driven away. For a distance of a haif dozen 
blocks the tracks were so thoroughly blocked 
that it will require at least a day’s work by 
the best wrecking service in the city to re- 
move the obstructions. Content with their 


work the mob became good-natured and no 


further violence was offered until the 
troops and cavalry separated. The cavalry 
was sent ta guard the engine on the way to 
the roundhouse, and the infantry remained 
tanding just in 
front of the train on a side track. A number 
of rioters decided to upset it on the main 
track. They paid no attention whatever to 
the soldiers and would have turned it over 
within a minute had nota soldier on guard 
interfered. He succeeded in calling a mo. 
mentary halt, and a half dozen others cameto 
his assistance. Then the hand-to-hand fight 
occurred, 

When it became apparent that no wrecking 
train cpuld be got to the scene before morn- 
ing the troops were ordered back and 
strikers left in full command of the situaiion, 
which they proceed“ to enjoy by assaulting 
every one they found who would not declare 
himself in favor of mob rule. They fired 3 
number of box cars and attempted to burn 
the switch towers at a dozen places. Some of 
the attempts were partially successful. 

Troops Return to Camp. 

The troops were ordered back to camp at 4 
p. m. and tee officers announced that no fur- 
ther move would be made for the day unless 
in case of serious emergency. All was made 
ready fora night attack, which had been 
again threatened. The rioters are no longer 
afraid pf the troops, They seem to think they 
will not shoot no matter what happens. 

After the soldiers were sent back part of 
the mab followed and showed their contempt 
for the government by upsetting freight cars 
within fifty yards of the camp and in piain 
sight of the soldiers. ‘Twice the cavalry drove 
them alway, once with sabers and once with 
loaded carbines. Within a minute they were 
back again and continued to overturn cars 
until tired and exhausted by the work. The 
yelled like Indians. From the viaduct an 
the top of overturned cars they shouted dé. 
fiamce to the soldiers. A reporter tor a 
morning paper was assauited and badly beaten 
by the mob. A number of soldiers went to 
the commanding officer with requests to be 
alloweil to charge the mob and drive them 
from the vicinity. But this was refused and 
the utmost caution ordered by Col. Over-

At dark last night crowds of wild, lawless 
rioters were in full possession of the vicinity. 
It had been remarked during the day that 
little drinking was going on. Few drunken 
men had been seen. At night the condition 
was reversed and the streets were filled with 
them. | Reports came iato headquarters fre. 
quently during the evening that cars and other 
railroad property were being burued at numer- 
ous points in all directions. 


Day Opens Peacefally. 


At daybreak yesterday all was quiet end 
peuceful at the Stock-Yards camp. Sentinels 
paced to and fro at every possible point. The 
numerous threats of the rioters to attack the 
camp during the night proved to be a bluff 
of drunken braggarts, as the officers had pre- 
dicted, A few tough-looking characters were 
found'|skulking among the cars sidetracked in 
the vicinity and among the stables that formed 
the western boundary of the camp ground. 
They were fired out with little ceremony. A 
few were prodded with bayonets in the hands 
of the guards, who had orders to allow no one 
néar the camp who could not give a good 
account of himself. A tip reached one of 
the officers during the previous evening 
of a conspiracy among the rioters to set fire 
to the stables, fences, and railroad cars which 
encireled the camp, and burn up the soldiers 
like rats in a trap.“ The possibility of such 
a plan was guarded against. In such an emer- 
gency the cavalry would have cut its way 
through the mob, followed by the infantry. 
The guns of the light battery would have been 
trained down the streets in all directions, 
ready to cut a ewath fifty feet wide with a 
charge of shrapnel, The officers went: to 
sleep with their swords by their sides and their 


_revolyers within arm’s' length. Every pre- 


caution had been taken against surprise. 
Decide to Start the First Train. 

The effect of a good night’s rest was ap- 
parent on the men. After reveilie, break- 
tust, and attendant camp duties, orders were 
issued to carry out the plans which had been 
arranged by officers and officials in consulta- 
tion. The previous day’s experience had 
shown the inadvisability of scattering the 
command in small squads at a dosen points 
over a territory a mile square. It was decid- 
ed toi start one train at a time, concentrating 
ull the forces about it and move it slowly 
along under guard outside the most-danger- 
ous locality. loa; 8 
A Michigan Central train loaded with live- 
stock was selected; police had guarded it all 
night. When all was reported ready by the 
railnoad officials the engine backed up and 
coupled. on to the train, Two com- 


panies from the Fifteenth Infantry arrived, 


guards were detailed for the engine and men 
placed at regular intervals all along the 
train. Others marched down the tracks, 
drove the crowds back, and guarded the nien 
whe repaired the switches which had been 
tampered with overnight. News that the 
train was to be moved spread among the 
strikers like wildfire and hundreds came run- 
ning from all directions. They swarmed over 
the: viaduct that spans the track at the Santa 
Fé depot and hundreds of them climbed on 
thesidetracked cars near the waiting train. 
Every roof and fence within sight was iiteral- 
ly black with people, Women children 
were mixed through the mob promiscuously. 
The strikers had encouraged them to come, 
as they believed themselves safer from 

bullets of the soldiers, who had several times 
refrained from shooting on that account. 

Capt. Hartz gave the order to fix bayonets 
and load.

of the mob gathered - around the station, 
but there were strikers all along the track be- 
tween the station and the Chicago and East- 
ern Illjnois crossing.

The signals shcwed open 
way and the train went through at a high rate 
of speed and in safety. 

Just behind the Diamond spezial was the 
**polich train. This is a train which the 
Illinois Central sends out to guard the Dia- 
mond special, It contained fifteen city 
officers.and a train crew under charge of J.W. 
Higgins, Superintendent’ of Terminals, and 
A. H. Rgan, Trainmaster of Freight Termin- 
als. This arrived at Kensington a few min- 


} utes behind the Diamond special, and as the 
signals were against it it came to a stop be- 


tween the station and the Chicago and 
Easter Illinois crossing. A volley of stones 
was thrown by the strikers, The trainmen 
and officers drew their revolvers and any 
striker who was seen td fire a stone was fired 
at by a city policemen, The effect of the shot 
is not Known. The police and trainmen then 
got ot and faced the mob. No more 
shots were fired, but the stones flew fast. 
None of the trainmen were hurt and neither 
they Hör the officers used their revolvers.

Pullman cars went into effet the Gen- 
eral 1g po Association, representing the 
principal ostern railways, met and passed a 
serips of resolutions declaring in substance 
that they would uphoid the Pullman company in 
its fight upon the employés; that they would 
haul Pullman cars, and that they would stand 
together in crushing out the American Railway 
Union. The resolutions in question were pub- 
lished in the city papers and can be refer to 
in substantiation of this statement. It will thus 
be seen the railway companies virtually joined 
forces with the Pullman company, went into 
partnership with them, so to speak, to reduce 
and defeat their half-starved employés. In this 
way the trouble was extend from line 
to line, and from system to n un- 
til a crisis has been reached. The 
business of the country is demoralized 
to an extent that defies exaggeration. To say the 
situation is alarming is entirely within the 
‘bounds of prudent statement. Every good citi- 
gen must view the outlook with grave concern. 
Something should, something must be done. The 
American people are a peace-loving peopie—they 
want neithemsanarchy nor revolution. ey have 
faith in their institutions, they believe in law 
aad order, they believe in good government, but 
they also believe in fair play. Once aroused 
they will not tolerate arbitrary and dictatorial 
defiance, even on the part of an alliance of r 
and powerful corporations. 

What can be done to dispel the apprehension 
that now prevails and restore 
dence? The American Railway Union. by whose 
authority and.in whose behalf this statement is 
made, starids ready—has from the beginning 
stood ready—to do &nything in its power, pro- 
vided it is honorable, to end this trouble. This, 
briefly stated, is the position the organization oc- 
cupies. It simply insists the Pullman company 
shall meet its employés and do them justice. We 
guarantee the latter will accept any reasonable 
proposition. The pany may act through its 
officials or otherwise and the employés through 
their chosen representatives. Let them agree as 
far as they can, and where they fail to agree let 
the points in dispute be submitted to arbitration. 

Do Not Ask Recognition. 

The question of the recognition of the American 
Railway Union, or any other organization, is 
waived. We do not ask, nor have we ever asked, for 
recognition as an organization. We care nothing 
about that, and so far as we are concerned it has 
no part in the controversy. Let the officials deal 
‘with the employés without reference to organiza- 
tion. Let the spirit of conciliation, mutual con- 
cession, and compromise animate and govern 
both sides, and there will be no trouble in reach- 
ing a settlement that will be satisfactory to all 
concerned. This done, let the railway companies 
agree to restore all their employés to their situa- 
tions without prejudice, and the trouble will be 
ended. The crisis will thus be averted. traffic 
will resume, and peace will reign. The railways 
are not required to recoguize the American Rail- 
way Union. This has never been asked, nor is it 
asked now. 

I have now clearly and briefly as possible 
stated the position of the American Railway 
Union, as it was at the beginning of the trouble 
and as it is now. a a 

If there are those who discover in this state- 
ment a ‘‘ weakening” on the part of the employés, 
as has been so often charged when an exposi- 
tion of the true attitude of our order was at- 
tempted, we have only to say they are welcome to 
such solace as such a perverted conclusion 
affords them. We have been deliberately and 
maliciously misrepresented, but we have horne 
it all with an unwavering faith that 
the trath will finally and powerfully prevail. 
We firmly believe our cause is just, and w ile we 
hold that belief we will not recede. If we are 
wrong we are ready to be convinced. We are 
open to reas m and to conviction, but we will not 
be cowed nor intimidated. Were we to sacrifice 
the multiplied thousands of wageworkers who 
have committed their interests to our hands 
and yield to the pressure of corporate bower we 
would be totally unworthy of American citizen-

STATE IN THE GRIP OF STRIKERS. 


Do Not Move a Wheele 
Mails Go and Come by Steamer. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., July 5.—The seventh 
day of the great railroad strike closes with 
the blockade more complete in Northern Cali. 
fornia than it has been at any time since Debs 
ordered the railway union men to tie up the 
Southern Pacific. At Oakland and Sacra- 
mento the embargo of the strikers is absolute, 
not a wheel being allowed to turn and at no 
other point in the State is the Southern Pacific 
doing any business. ; 

Sacramento continues. to be the center of 
interest. After the conflict there Tuesday be- 
tween the strikers and strong forces under the 
United States Marshal the Chief of Po- 
lice, and Wednesday between the strikers and 
the State militia, it was feared there would be 
a serious outbreak there today. The conflict 
that seems to be unavoidable has deen de- 
layed, however, for at least another day. 
Early this morning the strikers were 
reinforced by 150 men from Truckee, who 
cameinto Sacramento on 4 freight train. 
Soon afterwards a train from Dunsmuir - 
bearing 100 heavily armed strikers assembled 
there. These men have created no trouble, 
however, No attempt to bring out the

SETTLED. 

tt every man who has taken part in the 
strike at the railroads and each one who has 
looked on with more or less of approval could 

b the conditions in the their true light the 
contest would die out as darkness flies before 
the rising sun. If each one has clearly im- 
pressed upon his brain the fact that the strike 
is un assault, not on George Pullman or 
hig company, but on the inter- Stute commerce 
and mail service in the United States, which 
the Federal Government is solemnly bound 
by law to protect, and that, therefore, it isa 
strike against their own National Government, 
the assault on the trains would cease at once. 
Every striking citizen then would reflect that 
he had no quarrel with the National Govern- 
ment and neither reason nor wish to war 
against it. The strikers would ad- 
mit to themselves that their dispute 
is not with the administration of President 
Cleveland, and not to’ be settled by a fight 
with the armies of the United States. They 
would retire from the contest, And the mein. 
bers of the Executive Board of the A. R. U., 
ifithe same idea could be impressed upon 
their minds, would pase a resolution ordering 
Debs to issue a prociamation declaring the 
strike off because they had discovered the 
strike is an interference with inter-State com- 
merce and mail service in the United States, 
which the National Government is bound to 
protect, They would resolve that they had no 
wish to come into conflict with the Federal 
authority, and that the Puliman strike must 
be settled along some other lines, if at all. 

The situation was tersely described by Gen- 
Miles when he said that the railroads are 
gteat public highways, the arteries of com- 
mierce and the life of the Nation, that to de- 
stroy the avenues of communication i; like 
paralyzing the arteries of the system,“ that 
Congress having prescribed regulations under 
the inter-State commerce act and the acts 
governing mail communications. it becomes 
the duty of the government to see that these 
avenues of communicataon are not destroyed 
of interfered with, that the President has au- 
thority to exercise the whole power of the 
government in this matter, and may order 
out troops from the different States without 
communication with the Governors if he so 
desires. He said that the men who 
engage in usurpation. mob violence, 
or the illegal possession or destruc- 
tion of property, do so at the peril 
of their personal liberty or their lives, that if 
hisinen open fire they will take aim and 
will shoot to kill, and will keep on shooting 
as long as it is necessary. Surely no man 
who takes this into consideration will feel 
that he can afford to riot. 

The railroads of the United States are es- 
sential to the welfare and even the existence 
of more than sixty-eight millions of people, 
and if we include, five millions north of the 
Canadian border and twelve millions of Mexi- 
cans, whose lines connect with ours and in 
large part have been built with funds fur- 
nished from the United States, the popula- 
tion affected exceeds eighty millions. To 
paralyze the railroads for any consid. 
efable time would throw us back into 
very wretched and primitive conditions, 
catting off the supply of food and 
a to the cities and stopping short all their 

ymmercial and manufacturing industries, 
igolate the farmers from all the rest of the 
world, lengthen out again to several months 
the time required to cross the continent, and 
destroy all our ocean as well as internal com- 
merce. It would cut down to zero the earn- 
ing p@wer of the whole people. Every citi- 
zen of the United States is vitally interested 
in having all the railroad trains move on 
s¢hedule time with absolute punctuality and 
the utmost possible safety to freight as well 

the persons of passengers. And whatever 

itional laws would insure greater punciu- 

lity and safety ought to be passed in the in- 
terest of the whole public. 

The only compromise possible is not be- 
tween the strikers and the railroad manage- 

t, but between the strikers and the Gen-

without quibble of question, and the longer 
they delay to do this the worse it will be for 
them. After they have submitted those of 
them who are arrested and proved to have 
com mitted overt acts may pleud ignorance of 
the law in mitigation of punishment, but will 
have no other recourse than to throw them- 
selves on, the mercy of the court. Further- 
more, no organ of thie strikers is doing its 
duty by them, and no newspaper is doing its 
duty to the public if it fails to explain these 
things to its readers. And such dereliction 
will render it partly responsible for the mis- 
chief that may follow for lack of explanation. 
- DEBS’ SPECIAL PLEA. 

Having now before his eyes the prospect of 
an indictment for conspiracy by ‘a United 
States grand jury and a trial in a United 
States court, where there will be no jury-pack- 
ing, Mr. Debs says nervously: : The boycott 
as he calls the conspiracy] was ordered by 
„the general convention of the American 
„Railway Union, held in this city, and I indi- 
* vidually am not responsible for this trouble. 
1 do not fear courts or juries, as I am 
innocent of any crime.“ 

Mr. Debs can no more shelter himself 
behind the illegal orders. of a ‘* convention” 
or the illegal votes of lodges of the Railway 
Union than Jeff Davis could have demanded 
immunity on the ground that he was merely 
carrying out the orders of secession conven- 
tions and was the mouthpiece of the rebelling 
citizens of several States and that he wanted 
to be let alone. Debs is the head and front 
of this conspiracy against inter-State com- 
merce, as Jeff was of the one of 1861 against 
the National Union, and he cannot evade his 
responsibility. The United States law says: 

Every combination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade or commerce among the several States, or 
with foreign nations, is hereby declared to be 
illegal. Every person who shall engage in any 
such combination or conspiracy shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
85,0060 or by imprisonment not,exceeding one 
year, or by both said punishments, in the discre- 
tion of the court. The several Circuit Courts of 


the United States are hereby invested with juris- 
diction to prevent and restrain violations of this 


act: and it shall be the duty of the several Dis- . 


trict-Attorneys of the United States, in their re- 
spective districts, under the direction of the At- 
torney-General, to institute proceedings in equity 
to prevent and restrain such violations, 


The statutes of the United States say also 


Every person who entices, sets on foot, assists 
or engages in any rebellion or insurrection 
against the authority of the United States or the 
laws thereof, or gives aid or comfort thereto, 
shall be punished. by imprisonment not more 
than ten years, or by a fine of not more than $10,- 
000, or by both of such punishments, and shall, 
moreover, be incapable of holding any office 
under the United States. 

Another section reads: 

If two or more persons in any State or Terri- 
tory conspire to overthrow, put down, or to de- 
stroy by force the Government of the United 
States; or to levy war against them; to oppose by 
force the autherity thereof, or by force to pre- 
vont, hinder, or delay the execution of any law of 
the United States, or by force to seize, take, or 
possess any property of the United States con- 
trary to the authority thereof, each of them shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than $500 and 
not more than $5,000, or by imprisonment with 
or without bard labor fora period of not less than 
six months nor more than six years, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Every mau engaged in this conspiracy to 
restrain inter-State commerce is guilty, but 
guiltiest of all are the leaders, the men whose 
heads planned and whose hands execute. 
When they are brougbt up for trial their pal- 
try plea that they were automatons who mere- 
ly obeyed the orders of a convention which 
they ruled and whose votes they inspired, or 
the directions of lodges which they organized 
and bossed, will be swept aside contemptu- 
cusly by the presiding Judge. They cannot 
thrust their dupes between them and justice. 
They ate the ones who sowed, and they must 


reap. 


A SOUTHERN VIEW OF THE STRIKE 
AGAINST THE LAW. 

The Richmond (Va.) Times, one of the 
stanchest and most radical of Southern 
organs. comes to the front in no uncertain 
manner as to Debs’ resistance to law and his 
attempt to paralyze the commerce of the 


country. It says: 

That part of the resolution which Senator Call 
offered at the same time that Populist Kyle ut- 
tered his note of woe, which demands an investi- 
gation of this outbreak, is one which should be 
promptly adopted. Congress sheuld appoint 
committees to look into this matter and frame 
such broad legislation in the interest of com- 
merce between the States as will make it clearly 
unlawful to have that commerce interfered with 
hereafter upon any pretext whatever. The subject 
is one which the framers of the Constitution in- 
tended that the Federal Government should have 
complete control of, and it should promptin as- 
sert the powers conferred upon it and protect the 
American people in this, one of their most vital 
rights. Meantime all good citizens should let the 
administration know that it bas their cordial and 
euthusiastic backing and indorsement in every 
move it shall make under the authority of exist- 
ing laws to suppress the present disorders and 
compel all discontinuance of attempts to inter- 
rupt the traffic and travel of the country. This 
is Uncle Sam's fight, and all his nephews worthy 
of the name are at Uncle Sams back in it. © 

This is a significant utterance. It shows 
that if those violators of the law should carry 
their opposition so far as to become absolute- 
ly dangerous-the South would juin the North 
in meeting that resistance and putting it 
down.

INDIANA SUIT AGAINST A 
3 KEEPER. « 

Much attention is being paid in Indiana 
just now to a suit brought there by a wife 
against a saloonkeeper who sold liquor to her 
husband. The man got very drunk at this 
saloon and then went home and beat his wife 
so cruelly that she was laid up for some time. 
She has now sued the saloonkéeper for $5,000, 
and the popular verdict in Indiana is that she 
ought to recover. 

The law in that State is much the same as 
it is here. The Illinois statute provides that 

Every husband, wife, child, parent, guartlian. 
or other person who shall be injured in person or 
property or means of support by any intoxicated 
person, or in consequence of the intoxication! 
habitual or otherwise, of any person shall have a 
right of action in his or her own name against 
any person or persons who shall by selling or giy- 
ing intoxicating liquors have caused the intoxi- 


cation in whole or in part of such person or per- 
sons, 


This law is broad and specific enough, but 


‘the virtue has been so taken out of it in this 


county by technical decisions of unfriendly 
Judges that itis seldom a suit is brought 
under it now, though there is abundant cause 
for bringing a great many and winning them. 

One Judge went so far as to hold that there 
could be no recovery unless the plaintiff could 
prove that the saloonkeeper knew that the 
person to whom ho sold the liquor was in the 
habit of getting drunk or had been notified 
not to sell to him. Another Judge thought 
the plaintiff ought to prove that the saloon. 
keeper himself and not bis barkeeper was the 
one who sold the liquor. 

In this Indiana case the wife ought to re- 
cover asa matter of course. There the hus- 
band got intoxicated under the eyes of the 
saloonkeeper. By selling the man liquor till 
he got drunk the saloonkeeper committed an 
offense. It is true that he did not expect this 
man to go home and pound his wife. But

The strikers ought te pay some attention to 
what Judge Cald well says, for this reason, 
Last winter the receivers of the Union Pacific, 
inost of which lies in the jurisdiction of his 
court, submitted to Judge Bundy at Omaha a 
new wage scale. He approved of it. Judge 
Caldwell set that order aside, saying that it 
was not proper that wages should be reduced 
without giving those affected a chance to ap- 
pear and be heard. Se he seta day on which 
the receiver and representatives of the em- 
ployés were to appear before him and the 
propriety of cuttmg down wages was to be 
inquired into, That hearing took place. The 
Judge held that the reduction asked for by 
the receivers'was not a proper one and the 
men practically retained their old wages. 

This action on the part of the Judge was 
praised in the highest terms by the officers 
and members of railroad and other labor 
organizations, They said he was a just, an 
upright Judge, who would not allow himself 
to be made a tool of capitalists,’ but who 
meant to defend the rights of the working- 
man. Since the railroad employés had so 
high an opinion of him and so much confi- 
dence in him six months ago they ought to 
pay some attention tohim now. They hailed 
him asa friend then. He is even more of a 
friend now. Then he kept the wages of some 
of them fromm being cat down. Now he is 
trying to keep some of them out of the jail and 
the penitentiary by warning them of the con- 
sequences of violating the laws and coming in 
collision with his court and the United States 
Government,

THE PRESIDENT A VERY FIRM MAN. 

Présijent Clevelann has always had the 
reputation, both among his political enemies 
and his political friends, of possessing one 
characteristic to a remarkable degree. That 
characteristic is tenacity of purpose, firmness 
in adhering to his opinion, and bulldog stub- 
bornness that never wavers even under the 
most strenubus opposition. “This character- 
istic has been tested frequently and satis- 
factorily. 

It is the President's obvious and sworn 
duly to protect the inter-State commerce of 
the country from assault or interference and 
to remove all obstructions that prevent the 
free moving of maii trains on schedule time. 
He has had nothing to do with the labor die- 
pute at Pullmnan and has not considered it as 
belonging to his official functions to inter- 
fere, but he has found extending over a wide 
stretch of country, with its headquarters here, 
a systematic, persistent, and dangerous as- 
sault or attempt to obstruct the free com- 
inerce of the country and the transportation 
of the mails as well as to stop the transporta- 
This he re- 


enforce. He regards it as his highest duty to 
remove these obstacles. He is the Command. 
er-in-Chief of the army, the navy, the militia, 
and the posse. He is the constitutional head 
of the country. 7 

Can it be possible that any striker in Chi- 
cago or in the country is so ignorant of the 
President’s character or his tenacity of pur- 
pose as to suppose that he will quail or yield 
to them, that he will not employ every re- 
source at his command to raise this embargo 
on commerce and remove every obstruction 
of every sort? If they are so foolish as to 
suppose that he is a demagogue who will cater 
to them, or a coward who will run from them, 
they little know the man. He has the courage 
of his convictions of duty and nut one man in 
a million has more, He may not act as 


- swiftly at the commencement as some others 


might, and yet his course will be as inexorable 
asfate in breaking down and smashing all 
opposition to the law. 

Under such circumstances what have diese 
men to gain by resisting the aw? Cannot 
they realize that they are in rebellion against 
the authority of the National Government and 


its laws, that the President has his sworn, 


duty to perform, ant that he is sure to do it 
without any unnecessary hesitation or loss of 
time? That like Grant at Donelson he will 
demand “unconditional surrender or move 
immediately upon the enemy’s works”? Will 
they not pause and consider, therefore, be- 
fore they involve: themselves in any further 
trouble, since if they were a hundred times 
bigger and stronger than they are they would 
be pulverized if they continued in resistance 
to the law and in rebellion’ against thegov- 
ernment, 
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Is THIS A “SCAB” STRIKE? 

The Int. Ocean prints a dispatch from 
Bloomington, with an accompanying com- 
munication from some one who appears to be 
familiar with Debs’ history, making the 
strong and significant point that this is in 
reality a “‘ecab” strike and that its object is 
not to Assist the Pullman employés but to 
down the old unions, particularly the engi- 
neers’ atid firemen’s unions, und give Debs 
complete cpntrol. It is stated that Debs was 
a member of the Brotherhood of Firemen, 
and. because he could not displace Mr. Sar- 
gent, the heal of that organization, he se- 
ceded, established the American Railway 
Union as 4 rival, organised ‘‘scabs,” and 
took them into his new association, In his first 
tight with the Northern Pacific road he in real- 
ity made wur uf on the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, the Brotherhood of Firemen, 
the Conductors’ Association, the Brakemen’s 
Union, and the Switehmen's Mutug! Aid Agso- 
ciation, and he is still fighting them, for not 
oue of these associations has joined this strike 
because they have no grievances against the 
railroad companies, The communication in 
question says: 

His greatest effort has been not to help organ- 
ized labor to better wages, but to push down the 
“ union aad establish one great American Rail- 

ay Union in place of all, with himbelf as the 


nnr th the rail - 
ways of this country. He is conspiring against 
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Mr. Arthur, Mr. Sargent, and all the other heads 
ov ‘labor, and is doimg more to destroy 

the cid unions than he is to help them. He has 
been shrewd enough to advantage of old 
rules in all these unions against working with 
non-@nion men since he secured recognition at St. 
Paul a few months ago, and with a handful of 


men tie up roads and throw thousands of union 


men out of work. He has employed the old dis- 
like of scabs to compel railway men to submit to 
the dictation of the organization of scabs. 

There are several hundred American Railway 
Union men on a strike, and they have been so 
distributed as to tie ap great railway systems 
and throw many thousand organized railway 
men out of work, Mr. Debs’ greatest success 
is his wastate on the oi unions has been among 
his eld associates in the Brotherhood of Fire- 
men. He hés drawn den of them from the old 
brotherhood into the American Railway Union. 
He is using these men to compel all other rail- 
way men to stop work because of their old preju- 
dice against associating with scabs. The engi- 
neers cannot go out on an engine with scabs for 
their asseciates, 

But why not, when the American Railway 
Union had its ing in an organization of 
scabs, with a bolter from an old organization for 
its chief? Mr. Debs has done a great deat for the 
recognition of scab labor. He has done more to 
destgoy organized labor.. He is chief of scabs, 
and as such has compelled organized labor to go 
on @strike. It is a peculiar development of the 
strike fewer. Is this a scab strike? 


It will not be long before this strike is at 
an end and its instigator at the mercy of the 
Federal courts. It would probably be of 
little use toask his excited dupes at the pres- 
ent time to consider anything reasonable, but 
when law, order, and quiet are restored again, 
and they have come tb their sober senses, 1t 
will be well for them to consider whether it 
has paid them to follow the counsels of this

Durave this week a curious agglomeration 
of Socialists, Populists, Single Taxers, and 
Trade Laborites has been holding an inhar- 
monious convention at Springfield. One of 
the points of digagreement was whether the 
platform to be aljopted by this able assem- 
blage should or should not contain the fol- 
lowmg plank: The collective ownership by 
the peeple of all means of production and 
distribution. This means that the State 
should own the means of distribution, being 
the railroads, ,tglegraphs, steamboat lines, 
etc., and also the means of production, bemg 
the land which produces crops and all the 
machinery used in the manufacture of goods.

Under the 
State there would be but one boss and that 
one T. J. Morgan. Would you take the ball 
and chain from your left leg and put it on 
your right leg? The farmers of Illinois and 
the intelligent'4vorkingmen have no use for 
State socialism. They know how it would . 
work. 


Ir is reported that out of the 17,000 peo- 
ple who were dependent upon the Pullman 
company for support 13,000 are now being 
fed by the Relief committee. The Chairman 
of the committee says that it costs from $300 
to $500 a day to feed them, or about $2,500 
a week, and that last week the entire receipts 
were only $1,300. The Chairman further 
adde that Debs’ American Railway Union” 
has not contributed a dollat out of the money 


it promised from its funds, though Dictator } 


Debs sends labor agitators down there to ad- 
dress them and exhort them to keep a stiff 
upper lip. Meanwhile, owing to Debs’ boy- 
cott, the prices of the necessaries of life are 
going higher and higher every day, which will 
make it still more difficult to feed these hun- 
gry people, for there is one thing Debs can- 
not boycott downward, and that is prices of 
food. But it ia not alone the unemployed at 
Pullman who are suffering from Debs’ boy- 
cott. The poor all over the City of Chicago 
have Debs to thank for the privilege of pay- 
ing fancy prices for the actual necessities of 
life, for milk, fruit, vegetables, and meat, if 
they are able to pay for them at all. Thus 
Debs is levying an extortionate ussessment 
upon the poor. Tus Tann does not under- 
stand, however, that Debs or any of his high- 
priced assistants have contributed a dollar 
from their handsome, fat salaries for the re- 
lief of Pullman or their poor dupes.

A Decatur dispatch says: 

Many of the striking engineers and firemen are 
among the best citizens of Decatur. They own 
considerable property and have families who are 
highly respected. These men are seldom seen 
around the depot. They feel the seriousness of 
the situation keenly, and hope for an early and 
satisfactory termination of the tie-up on all 
roads.

After 
a time the thousands became settled in favored 
spots and quietly wazed upon the mag. 
nificent destruction much as they gazed 
at the fireworks displays last summer. 
There was no regret; rather a feeling 
of pleasure that the elements and not the 
wrecker should wipe out the spectacle of the 
Columbian season, When it was seen that the 
9 Building would be saved there 
even some who thought the firemen 
should be called away so it — Dei go, too.

Coming of the Crowds.

At6:30o0’clock the broad avenue 
from the Sixty-fourth street entrance looked 
much like a great bicycle tournament, The 
boys and girls and men and women 
who had been on tho boulevards 
and in the parks of the South 
Side with their wheels were the first to get to 
the park and bicycles were everywhere. Soon 
the appearance of this changed. The electric 
lines, the cable roads, and the Alley L“ de- 
gan dum ping hundreds of passengers at Stony 

sland avenue and the cross streets. The

Big Building Crumbles Away. 


On Wooded Island and surrounding the 
north of the great buildiug was probably a 
thering of nine tenths of the people at 
ackson Park. First the great west entrance 
erumbied away. As the columns and the 
cornises feil passing comments were made 
and the crowd moved north to see the north 
end go down. Then the great roof fell and 
nothing but the north entrance and the north 
corner towers remained. These socn crum- 
bled away, the northwest columns being 
the last to topple and fall. As these sank to 
the ground there was a great roarfrom the 
south as the Machinery Hall roof fell in, and 
with this roar and the falling of the last great 
columns to the Liberal Arts Building the 
crowd figured out that the show was over, and 
the trip for home began.

Statues Reduced to Aches. 


The statues in the Administration Building, 
many of which were picked out to be orna- 
ments for buildings all over the world and 
were only awaiting removal, were crumbled 
to ashes. The big pillars on the same build- 
ing were split in many instances from top to 
bottom as the fire shot through them, and 
then in halves the 

At the north — of the Terminal Building. 
on the top of a high pillar, was the figure of 
an Indian gazing toward the north. This 
figure loomed up through the fire and smoke 
until all the buildi had gone. Still the 
Indian stood there. e was black by this 
time and when he finally pitched forward at 
the same instant the Administration dome 
collapsed. A cheer went up from the thou- 
sands of persons who saw the scene. 

Strange to say, the last fancy group at the 
base of the Administration dome to collapse 
before the main walls went down was that of 
Fire Uncontrolled.” It loomed up bravely 
through the walls of flame, but finally, like 
that of Water Uncontrolléd,” and others of 
an allegorical nature, it succumbed, and that 
was its end.

New Yor, July 5.—[Special.]—Labor or- 
ganizations were ina great state of excite. 
ment today over the possibility of the strike 
reaching this city. It is generally believed 
by the labor leaders that if the strike reaches 
this. vicinity it will extend to all the yards in 
Jersey City. Sensational telegrams which 
have come to the city from time to time now 
assume alarming significance, A dispatch 
Stating that District Assembly 82, alleged 
to take in all the trainmen from 
Council Bluffs to San Francisco, was to 
be orderéd out was shown to some of the 
Knights here. Master Workman McCadden 
of District Assembly No. 49 said the district 
practically took in all the trainmen in the 
territory mentioned. He had received no 
official information of any action to be taken 
and doubted tne genuineness of the report. 
He admitted, however, that there might be a 
proclamation from General Master Workman 
Soyereign in the official journal of the 
Knights of Labor, which comes out tomor- 
row. 

Another and more alarming dispatch came 
later stating that a meeting of all the chiefs 
of all the leading labor organizations was to 
be held in Chicago tomorrow. when it was 
expected an attempt would be made to call 
out every member of every labor organization 
in the country. A union President said: 

It would not surprise me if a genera! 
strike were ordered all over the country. The 
circumstances would warrant such a possibil- 
ity. In any case, unless the strike is settled 
soon, there is no doubt in my mind that New 
York and Jérsey City will be affected whether 
organizations other than railroad men go out 
or not.

TWO BOMBS FOUND IN NEW YORK CITY 


It Is Not Kaown Where They Were In- 
tended to Be Used, 

New Yorx, July 5.—Within the last four 
days two bombs have been taken to police 
headquarters, having been found, it is said, 
in places where their explosion meant great 
loss of life and extensive damage to property. 
The first bomb was found Monday and 
being inspected was sent to the 
Bureau of Conibustibles. The Affair was 
found. to consist outwardly - of a 
plated mass of tin and felt worked together 
by cement and other compounds almost as 
compactly as iron. The second bomb was 
brought in today. The police apparently 
think the explosives were meant todo damage 
in connection with the great railway strike. 
Whether the bombs were meant for shipment 
West or wih@ther they were meant to work de- 
struetion here is not known, Henry Afchen- 
berger; assistant janiter of a House on 
Seventh avenue, was arrested this afternoon 
for having in his possession what is supposed 
to be a torpedo. It looks like a steel shell, 
six inches long and one inch and a half in 
diameter. At one end is a brass Knob and 
the other end is cone-shaped. The supposed 
bomb was found in the prisoner's room. In 
explanation Afcheuberger said he was assist- 
ant janitor at a house on St. Nicholas avenue, 
and that in a vacant room he found the sup- 
pose” torpedo. His story was verified and he 
was discharged. The ugly looki torpedo 
was turned over to the 3 of Combusti- 
bles. ’

This intensified feelings, and 
the crowd started to tear dowu the buildings’

Judge McHatton of the 
District Court appeared in a window and ad- 
dressed the crowd, appealing to them to com- 
mit no overt act of violence and gave agsur- 
ance that the trouble would soon end. The 
crowd could not be calmed, but was held at 
bay by_wise counsel. 

At 6:30 the riot broke out and the fre de- 


‘partment rushed into the crowd, turning 


the water upon them. The hose was then 
turned in Simon Hausewirth’s saloon and the 
A. P. A. signs torn down. Several men in- 
side the saloon began shooting. One man 
stood at the door and fired six shots into the 
saloon. The Sheriff and posse then came 
upon the scene, some of whom were roughly 
handled and burely escaped with their lives. 
Fifty arrests were made. The Mayor then 
called upon the Governor for militia and sev- 
eral local companies were ordered out. 


KANSAS CITY LOSES THE WATER CASE, 


Court of Appeals Decides in Favor of the 
National Company. 

Sr. Louris, Mo., July 5.—In the United 
States Court of Appeals today an opinion was 
filed in the case of the National Water Works 
company against Kansas City, Mo., appealed 
from the Circuit Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Missouri. The Court of Appeals re- 
manded the case to the Circuit Court with 
directions to vacate its former decree and in 
lieu thereof to enter a decree drawn by the 
Court of Appeals declaring in effect: 

Kansas City is bound to purchase from the 
water works company and the latter is bound to 
sell to the city its entire plant, both the portions 
sitaated in Kansas and in Missouri; the fair and 
equitable value of the complete water works 
plant is $3,000,000; the company is entitled to 
possession until the final payment is made; the 
water works company must execute the necessary 
deeds of release. by Dec. 1, 1894: and Kansas 
City must pay all unpaid hydrant reutals which 
accrued prior to Nov. 15, 1893, and all subse- 
quently accruing rentals according to the rated 
agreed upon between the city and the company 
until the city becomes entitied to the possession 
ofthe plant. The city is not entitled to recover 
from the company any sum on account of claims 
for damages in the cross bills.

TRAIN STOPPED AND CREW BEATEN, 


Riot at Fortieth Street and the Fort 
Wayne Tracks. 
Riotous, hysterical women, many of them 


with babies in their arms, urged Debs’ van- 


dals to acts of wanton destruction at Fortieth 


street and the Fort Wayne tracks yesterday. 
Of the women there were several hundred, 
but the men numbered 3,000 or 4,000. En- 
couraged by the women they tore up the tracks, 
overturned scores of freight cars, and held 
up a Fort Wayne train, beat the engineer and 
fireman almost into a state of insensibility. 
and then drove the passengers from the 
train under threats ‘that if they remained 
they would be stoned to death. The police 
offered no assistance. 

The train was a suburban from South Chi- 
cago, made up of three cars, and was due in 
at 1:30. There were 125 passengers on 
board. The mob began to congregate at noon 
at this point and by 1:30 it numbered 4,000 
excited and angry men and women. 
They had congregated for the 
purpose af mobbing the day express due out 
at 3:15 p. m. It carries five Pullman cars 
and is the second fastest train on the road. 
When the suburban train hove in sight the 
rioters piled rails and scrap-iron on the track. 
The engineer was running ata rapid rate of 
speed in the hopes of running past the mob, 
and before he saw the obstruction on 
the tracks he was close He 
reversed the engine, but 
crgshed into it, badly damaging the engine. 
The shock frightened the passengers greatly, 
and many of them, pdnic-stricken, left the 
train. The train was ata standstill. Halt a 
dozen hoodlums sprang on board the engine 
and began to beat and kick the fireman and 
engineer. When they had done this the two 
unfortunate employés of the road had to 
run the gantlet of the mob. Women 
and men alike assailed them, and when they 
escaped they were hardly able to stand, 
Meanwhile others of the vandals boarded the 
passenger cars and drove the passengers out. 
When the passengers and train crew had fled 
the rioters, excited over their success, began 
to overturn freight cars before and behind the 
train so that the track was completely block- 
aded. 

When this outrage became known to the 
officials of the road they decided to abandon 
all other trains for the day. The Western ex-

Their Convention Adfourns Presence 


of Schwab and Neebe Extremely Die- 
tasteful to Some of the People’s Party 
Men—Tommie Morgan Is Squeiched in 
Mis Fight for Pet Resolution - Popu- 
Ust Ticket to Be Named in Cook, 
Srxancrizip, III. July 5.—[{Special.]— 
After three days to wrangling the 


convention called by the Federation of Labor. 


of the State has concluded its la bors and ad- 
journed. Its sessions have been remarkable 
for their length and, at times, their extreme 
turbulence. A compromise platform has 
been adopted, on which some sort of an issue 
will be made. The Populists will have con- 
trol of their nominations in counties outside 
of Cook and the representatives of the Trade 
and Labor Assemblies, the Socialists, and the 
Anarchists will manage the same in Cook 
County. 

A litte of demarkation has been made here 
between the Anarchists, the Socialists, the 
single taxers, and a few of the labor men 
on one side, as against the ‘real representa- 
tives of the labor associations, such men as 
Pat McLogan and M. H. Madden. The So- 
cialists were handled by little Tommy Mor- 
gan. Schwab and Newbe bave participated in 
the exercises. of the convention, and have 
been regarded by one faction as little less 
than lions. Their presence here is extremely 
distasteful to the Populists and some of the. 
hard headed labor men. The fact they came 
to Springtield at all is deplored by every one 
except the Anarchists and the Socialists. They 
were strangely out of place in the hall in 
which the Legislature sits. Some men who 
signed petitions for their pardun bitterly re- 
gretted the act. 

Tommy Morgan Is Defeated, 


It has been a season of fight all day. The 
sessipns have been marked by constant con- 
tention. Tommy Morgan, holding the Socia- 
lists and Anarchists together, wae determined 
to secure the adoption of the minority, report 
of the Committee on Resolutions. This doc- 
ument met with the indorsement of the 
Socialists but was distasteful to the Populists. 
After an interminable debate; Tommy Mor- 
gan was defeated. The vote for the substitu- 
tion of the minority report for that of the 
majority being yeas 49, to nays 59. Schwab 
and Neebe voted with Morgan, o? course. 

No sooner had this vote been announced 
than Henrg D. Lloyd offered an amendment 
to the majority ‘report as follows: 

We recommend independent political ac tion by 
the bodies ropresented in this conference.’ For 
that purpose we resommend the officials of these 
bodies to take immediate steps to hold a national 
convention to perfect the plan for such a concert 
of political: action. Pending the organization of 
such|a party we recommend those we represent 
in this couference ta vote for those candidates 
for the People's party at the coming election 
whe will pledge themselves to the principle of 
the collective ‘ownership by the ple of all 
such, means of production and distribution as the 
people elect to operat» for the Commonwealth. 

This precipitate1 another struggle. It was 
submitted to a vote which stood, yeas 50, 
nays 50, and was clearly tost. A verification 
was demanded on a claim of foul and another 
vote was found in the affirmative, This car- 
ried the proposition and it must be accepted 
as part of the platform. Brother Maxwell, 
the President of the Populist in the 
State, made a gallant fight. but Schwab 
and Neebe faction, headed by Morgan, was 
toe strong for him. The Populists out in the 
State cannot be expected to support a plat- 
form advocated by Schwab, Neebe, Britzius, 
Berlyn, and others of that class. A plan of 
organization has been ances on and as one 
of its results a Populist ticket will be. nomi- 
nated in Cook County. 


J Pomeroy Is Exonerated. 


The day led off with a debate on the report 
of the special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate charges made against Brother Pome- 
roy of touching Henry Wulff of Chicago, a 
candidate for State Treasurer in the Repub. 
lican party, in the sum of $100.”’ 
mittee exonerated Pomeroy of all blame in 
the premises, and it was shown that A. P. 
Russell, a delegate in this convention and an 
employé of Wulff in the office of fhe County 
Clerk of Cook, had $100 due him as last 
month's salary. He wanted to use thé money 
here, so he and Pomeroy sent Wulff a mes- 
sage to that effect, sdying it was needed in the 
convention. Russell said he wanted to help 
some of the delegates home with it. Aftera 
windy debate Brother Pomeroy was given an 
exoneration. 

Next came a proposition to throw all people 
holding office out of the convention, and an- 
other row broke out. The proposition was de- 
feated, and a season of speechmaking ensued. 
Henry D. Lloyd talked for an hour, and he is 
the only man who spoke at this convention 
whoge remarks were received with marked 
courtesy and without interruption. The prin- 
cipel point he advocated was that any relief 
the workinginen could get must be by polit- 
ical action. The strike, said, as a factor 
of relief, was dead. Tommy Morgan made 
that same old speech everybody has heard for 
the gast fifteen years: A. L. Maxwell, the 
boss Populist, gave the Socialists and An- 
archists bitter denunciation. “I don’t give 

a d——n for your theories. he said, shaking 
his tinger at Tommy Morgan and - Brottier 
Berlyn. The gentleman last named got au- 

ry and the convention was in a uproar, but 

axwell is a hard-headed chap from 
the southeast townshi in Crawford 
County. and he w not take back 
a single word he said concerning 
anarchy or socialism: He ridiculed Tommy 
Morgan’s British ideas on the labor question, 
and made that little man appear ridiculous. 
A misconstruction of an interjection by Ber- 
lyn ulmost produced a riot. 
about Mr. Lincoln and Berlyn shouted in rep- 
etition of a derisive remark made yesterday: 
„A half-educated foreigner.“ Berlyn did not 
wish the remark to apply to Mr. Lincoln at 
all, but the convention thought he did, and un- 
derstocd him to say 4 ball. educated farm - 
er.“ After some sort of quiet was restored 
Henry D. Lioyd made the necessary explana- 
tion and business was proceeded with. All 
through the afternoon.it was impossible to 
tell what was going on, On one eceasion t 
Secretary was endeavoring to call the roll, 
but bei ubablé to make himself heard, 
pointing his finger at the toreign contingent 
from the Carl Marx Socialist and Anarchist 
clubs, shouted: “You can’t get any order 
while some hobos sit down there hissing like 
geese. ‘hey ought to'be taken out, thrown 
down in the sewer, and sunk.”’ 

Tammy Mor organ was greatly pleased over. 
the adoption of the Lloyd amendmeat to the 
majority report, which, by the way, virtually 
killed it. He did not want the convention to 


indarse the name of the People’s pafty, feel- 
ing that matter shauld be left to a national; 


convention which is yet to be called. Pom- 
eroy made sume objection to. Tommy’s talk 
and Tommy retorted: ‘ Hi know your game.“ 
pointing to Pomeroy; “aad Hi know your 
game, addressing Maxwell; “and Hi will 
knoek you both hout.”’ There was à histori- 
cal battle ofice between the monkey and the 


parnot in which tne monkey lost an eye and 


the parrot was relieved of a good many feath- 
ers, but this conflict was not a circumstance 
as between tne fight of Tommy Morgan and 
the Socialists and the Anarchists on one side 
and Pat McLogan, Maxwell, and Pomeroy on 
the other. 

Mr. MoGrath Leaves the Convention. 

J. J. MeGrath. the President of the Brick- 
layers’ Union of Chicago, which has 3,000 
members, said he was a Democrat, anda 
labor Democrat. He would prefer depend- 
mg on the Democratic party to that of the 
Republicans, and ha would take either of the 
old parties ia preférence to the one which was 
being formed here amidst quarrel, bitterness.
